Add to this 109 on tlie two former 
days (October 10-17) shows a total ot 
766 added to the voting population 
since JL9.0Q. This would indicate a city 
of nearly 25.000 inhabitants, or using 
a multiple of 4 23^368, which is very 
conservative.

Mixed Marriage Invalid. 


Charleston, 
S. C., Oct 
2S.—The 


court of common pleas in Florence 
county, this state, has decided that a 
marriage contracted in this state be- 
tween a white man and a negro wom- 
an in 1867 was invalid, and that the 
children born of such marriage do not 
inherit from an estate left to the law- 
ful grandchildren of testatrix. It was 
shown that in 1865 the South Carolina 
legislature passed an act prohibiting 
the intermarriage of white and col- 
ored persons, and reiterated it in the 
act of 1866. Under the code of 1872 
these two acts were repealed by^the 
Republican state government.

My first published story 
was "Mamma's Music Lesson,'' for a children's 
magazine. I sent it to several periodicals with- 
out success. One afternoon, while looking at the

I OPENED TO WAS THE TEXT, "THE STONE WHICH

THE STORY-AT ONCE TO ANOTHER EDITOR, AXD 
IT WAS ACCEPTED. "The Heavenly Twins" was written round 
"The Tenor and the Boy," which" is now a section of it and which 
no publisher or magazine editor would lo«k at. Both "Ideala'' and 
"The Tenor and the Boy" were written when I was between twenty- 
three and twenty-five. I suffered terribly from want of encourage- 
ment. It was a black time. I was thrown back for years. The only 
publisher that foresaw success waVMr. Geoj-ge Allen, whose little 
letter shines like a lamp among tkose dreary days. However, it was 
a Jamp with an ugly shutter, for his acceptance of "Ideala" was~de- 
pendent on.the approval of Mr. Rtisldba. But Ruskin did not care for 
me and refused to give me any chance in life.

I finally printed "Ideala" at my own expense in the office of a 


provincial newspaper, and it made, to me, an astounding literary sen- 
sation. The critics of the more literary type either attacked or 
praised it; but, whatever their attitude, they treated it seriously. I 
soon removed to London, buried myself in my work, avoided society 
as much as I could and wrote "The Heavenly Twins." 


"The Heavenly Twins" finished, I was flung back into despair 


again by the refusal of Bentley to publish it. He had in the mean- 
time taken up;-"Ideala." The weary round began again. Nearly 
every publisher was tried—certainly every large house. The book 
was rejected "everywhere. Some of them kept it such a very long 
time—a cruel thing to do. I decided to print the book myself, and 
"dilfmg^tlie*Jnegotiations with regard to getting a publisher's name 
on the cover the book went to Mr. Heineman, and from the moment 
it entered his office the tide seemed to turn. His reader reported 
enthusiastically on it—foretold almost to a nicety what would hap- 
pen—and Mr. Heineman took over the whole risk and brought it out 
with a success which established me in the calling of letters.

MOVE TO ENGLAND?

HEEE is one thing that does not fill 


ine witli the enthusiasm, it promotes 
in the breasts of my fellow citizens, 
that is the invasion of England by 
American capital. 


I can understand why the Brit- 


ishers should throw up their hats, 


but it is hard to see why we should rejoice. Twenty years ago we 
were cheering because British capital was coming over here and 
going into business. We said it was protection that had caused the 
building of American mills by British money.

THE LICK LENS. 


Effect I'poa It of the Heat 


From • MtttT* Hand. 


Some years ago the writer paid a vis- 


it to Alvau Clark at Canibridgeport to 
witness the testing of the huge lens for 
the famous Lick telescope. At the eud 
of the long, dark room the largest Mint 
glass then in the world was set up on 
edge. From a distance of about lifty 
feet a pencil of light was flashed iuto 
the heart of the disk and reflected back 
into the observer's eye. The slightest 
imperfections, if any,iu the glass would 
then be revealed by the curves of light 
and the lines of polarization. 


"Now," said Mr. Clark, "I will show 


you the wouderful sensitiveness of the 
lens to outside influences. Every hu- 
man body gives out heat and when 
brought near to extremely sensitive 
bubaluuces ufieuis ihciii to a greater OL 
less extent. Now watch." 


He walked down to the lens and held 


his baud under it about two feet away. 
Instantaneously a marvelous spectacle 
burst into view. It seemed as if the 
great glass disk had become a living 
volcano, spurting forth jets of flame. 
The display was dazzling. 
Waving, 


leaping, dauciug, the countless Jtougues 
of light gleamed and vibrated; then, fit- 
fully, reluctantly, they died away, leav- 
ing the lens reflecting only a pure, un- 
troubled light. 


"What is it? How do you account 


for the wonder?" were the eager ques- 
tions. 


"It is only the radiation of heat alter- 


nately expanding and contracting the 
glass. If I had put my hand upon the 
lens itself, the phenomenon would have 
been even more violent." 


To a person ignorant of lenses the al- 


most supernatural sensitiveness of a 
mass of glass weighing several hun- 
dred pounds was astonishing, but to 
the scientist it is an everyday matter, 
for he has instruments that will regis- 
ter with unfailing nicety the approach 
of a person fifty or a hundred feet 
away.— Youth's Companion.
